HOW THE ‘ROYAL PARTY SAT AT 
TABLE, 


The Czarina Ledin by Kaiser Wilhelm, Followed by 
Their Magisticos of Austria and Russia—The 
German Emperor Calistorthe Drinks — 
Other Foreign News. 

Warsaw, September 16.—At the grand ban- 


quet last night nine persons participated. 
Emperor William conducted the czarina to the 
table. The czar and the Emperor Frances Jo- 
seph followed next. The czarina was seated 
at the center table, withthe Austrian emperor 
on her right and the German emperor on her 
left.

On the right sat the Grand Duchess

marck. On the czar’s left hand sat the Prin- 
eess Kotschubli, and next to her Count Kalno- 
ky. There were no toasts, but at the instance 
of the Emperor William, the three monarchs 
drank wine together. 

HOW THEY MET. 

After the greeting at the railway station 
yesterday morning, the Emperor William 
drove to the palace with the czarina. There 
they were followed by the czar and Emperor 
Francis Joseph. The right-hand side of the 
palace as you enter was assigned to the empe- 
rors of Austria and Germany. The other side 
is occupied by the ezar and ezarima. Prince 
Bismarck, Count Kalnoky, M. de Giers, and 
other diplomatists en-train of the emperors 
lodge in one wing of his palace. The only 
persons visible from the railway train which 
carried the emperor from Warsaw to Skiernivic 
were soldiers. Nobody was allowed on the 
platiorms at the station, and the railway 
officials were ordered to close the windows of 
their houses. Polish gendarmes are guarding 
SkierniVic, and nobody is allowed to remain 
here without a permit signed by General 
Gourko. 

_ A POLICY OF PEACE INDICATED. 

The Journal de St. Petersburg,which speaks 
with some official authority, says: The meet- 
ing of the three closely united sovereigns, ac- 
companied by the confidential statesman, 
indicates a policy of peace.

THE THREE GALLANT HUNTSMEN, 

A Vienna dispatch to the London News, 
says that while the three emperors were hunt- 
ing at Skiernivic, the three emperors held a 
private council, and there is reason to believe 
a tripple alliance was concluded. The same 
despatch states that the Austro Hungarian 
cabinet will be eonvened upon the return of 
the emperor, Francis Joseph. The Emperor 
William will retiirn from Skiernivie direct to 
the castle Benrath, to witness the military 
maneuvers at Dusseldorf, without stopping in 
Berlin. The empress, accompanied by Gen- 
eral Von Moltke, thas already arrived at Bas- 
tle Benrath.

FRANCE AND CHINA. 

A Belated Chinese Message—A Dead En- 
glishman. 

Paris, September 16.—The Temps pub- 
lishes a letter sent by the Chinese command- 
ers at Langson to Colonel oe the com- 
mander of the French ferces despatched to oc- 
cupy that town before the conflict of arms oc- 
curred. In this the Chinese promised to 
evacuate the town as soon as they should re- 
ceive orders from Tsung Li Yamen, direct- 
ing them where togo. They asked Colonel 
Dugenne to telegraph to Tsung Li Yamen for 
instructions. 

The British lieutenant who was wounded 
when the British war ship Zephyr was fired 
upon through mistake by the Chinese forts, 
has died from the effects of his wounds.

Mr. Edison also exhibits a quad-ruplex tele- 
phone transmitter, which transmits the sound 
of the human voice over four different lines 
at the same time, in undiminished yolume, 
There are also the automatic telegraph, which 
sends one thousand words a minute, the aut- 
ographie chemical telegraph, which transmits 
either autographs or pictures, -and a stock 
ticker, in which five recording pens mark 
quotations as rapidly as a good operator can 
send them. One of Edison’s most recent in- 
ventions isa novel apparatus, which is said 
to register at any distance from its source the 
strength and kind of a smell. 

In the Edison department there are all kinds 
and sizes of incandescent lamps, from eight 
to one hundred and fifty candle-power, There 
are also fans, run by electric motors, generat- 
ing from one-tenth to one-half horse-power. 
There are also exhibits of the Brush light and 
other newer systems, together with innumer- 
able ingenious appliances, such as toys for 
children, and various knicknacks of inyen- 
tion. which are more interesting than useful. 
We gather, however, from the accounts in 
our exchanges that the exhibition is almost 
wholly in*the direction of utility, and shows 
the great advance the United States has made 
over other countries in the matter of control- 
ling and handling electricity.
